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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Section 5 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 empowers the Central 
and State Governments to take possession of licensed telegraphs and 
to order interception of messages. Similarly , under section 26 of the 
Indian Post Office Act, 1898, the Government is authorised to inter 
cept postal articles for public good . These sections were incorpo 
rated in the relevant Acts when India was under British rule and 
they have not so far been omitted . The present Bill seeks to omit 
these sections so as to safeguard the personal libertleg of free citizens 
ot India .

The objects of this Bill are plain enough . It is to prohibit 
slaughter of cows and its progeny. It is well known that through 
out the length and breadth of our country there is a demand for it 
and Parliament cannot overlook this fact fraught with dangerous 
consequences . Some of the States have already taken this step and 
enacted laws under different denominations, but Parliament is 
competent to enact such a law applicahle to the whole of India ,
